Wagons while being loaded shall be protected from flies and the dust and dirt of the 
street, and separate and apart from the stable. 


The delivery men or employes who load the wagons shall be clothed in clean suits and 
shall not5 bread against their bodies, nor shall they engage in any stable work be- 
f OKTloading and distributing bakery products unless they change their clothing and 
wash their hands and arms after such work. 


The baskets or the containers used for delivering bakery products to the consumer or 
distributing points, shall be thoroughly clean and shall be sterilized at least once a 
week.

The delivery men shall be clothed in clean suits and shall remove driving gloves before 
handling bakery products. They shall be cleanly in habits and person and shall not 
engage m work while afflicted with any venereal or contagious disease or while any 
member of their family is held in quarantine.

o recite some of his experiences in 
Ightlng Indians and bad men. but be 
cry modestly disclaimed being tho 
lossessor of a record for valor, readily 
I'lmitting tha.t he bad never smelled 
lowder in battle, despite bin title jf 
•olonel, -which he laughingly told of 
•eceivingr from the governor of Washi- 
ngton, who organized a. force of men 
Hiring a threatened outbreak of tbe 
ndlans. which failed to mnterallze.

There were consequences not recorded. I had ex-

One thing, my advcu'luro had the effect 
of causing the enactment of laws which removed the 
civil authorities of the Empire out of the reach of in- 
terference by the military, and if I did nothing else, I 
did a good deed there. 


MOVING MARBLE IN ITALY.

AND labor Is the rule in the famous marble 
quarries of Carrara, Italy, since the distances 
separating quarry from quarry and tbe declivi- 


tous nature of the country preclude the use of ma- 
chinery. The methods of the lizzatura, or workmen 
who convey the marble over the roadless steeps that 


" stretch from the quarries to the wagon track, ace

When a great fragment of marble, detached bj a 


blast, has stopped rolling, it Is roughly squared into 
a block weighing, say, forty tons. Then the work- 
men set about getting it down. 


A series of stout posts has been firmly driven Into

soaped skid of hard beechwood. Previously they have 
secured the block by means of three long hempen 
cables, with which they take turns around the posts.

Judge Mayer discussed public speaking. In the In- 


spiring atmosphere of an office filled with yellow 
covered law books, and a flat table covered with 
many impressive "Instruments," to be very technical. 


"A. New Tork audience wantu a fair number Of 


speakers." said he. "and Is very ready to applaud; 
but it does not. want to listen to yon very long, unless 
you happen to be the dominant, figure of the cam- 
paign, in which case you may talk as much as yot 
wish. 


"Another peculiarity of a New Tork audience h 


that It doesn't wnnt to listen to what. Bill Jones sayn, 
but to how Bill Jones says it. It. knows thoroughly 
the sentiments of Bill Jones 'beforehand; It h§» 
gained them through the newspapers. 


".Vow, In the country the audience Is very different. 


There men take their wives and their children to 
hear you, and voters don't wn.nt. to hear how Bill 
Jonns snys n thing, but. what Bill Jones says. Thw* 
they are keen nludents of governmental condition!^ 
and It is the 'mutter' which counts. They also Ilk* 
to hear long speeches, though to a speaker unac- 
customed to them the audience Is a little disconcert- 
ing at first. The country people may not applaud 
olive. It. is afterward that n speaker knows If he 
bus pleased them or not. If he has done so they will 
crowd up on the platform afterward to shake hands 
with him." 


"Another thing about public speaking." went on 


Judge Mayer, "is the peculiar success in it attained by 
many speakers who originally hailed from the coun- 
try. 
This is because they have a fund of simple, 


direct, homelike illustrations. They will use a Sim- 
ple, scene which they once saw to illustrate a point, 
and to city audiences this seems very fresh and genu- 
ine. The country speaker is usually closer to th* 
earth than the city man."

valley that bad once been a clear, beautiful river was 
now only n muddy, sluggish creek. 


I asked an old Indian if there were any birds on 


' these bills- He said "No." 
I asked him if there were 


any flsh In the stream that ran through the reserva- 
tion? He said:— 


"No. 
Wnen me little boy all dese hill cover wid big 


free and plenty deer and bird in woods. Now no 
tree, no bird, no deer, no fish, no noting. You know 
who cut down all.d* tree? You know who kill nil <3e 
deer and de bird? Ton know who ketch.all tie fish? 
Paleface. He stay away, plenty tree and plenty game 
alway. He come and now noting left for Indian." 


And tbe saddest thing about this indictment is that 


It is true. 


It Is humiliating to have to confess that tbe Ameri- 


can people are a nation of destroyers, yet that is true, 
too. They cut away the forests without making any 
provision for another crop of trees. They till the soil 
until It Is worn out and then go away somewhere else 
and start new farms. They are tunnelling the eartb 
In every direction for coal and are burning It up with- 
out any thought of what the next generation may do 
for fuel and for power. They are tapping the earth 
and pumping the oil and natural gas out of It wherever 
these can be found. 


When the first Europeans settled on the Atlantic 


coast they found this a veritable land of milk and 
honey. 
They found a country more generously 


stocked with fish nnd game than any other on the 
face of the earth. The records left by some of tho 
early historians as to the abundance of game and fisM 
read almost like stories of Mnncbansen, yet ttwrc are 
well authenticated reports of flocks of wild geese ami 
ducks tbat spread over thousands of acres of land or 
water. It was a common occurrence for two, or three 
men to go out and kill a wagon load or a boat load ot 
these birds within, an hour or two. A settler could at. 
any time kill a deer within a few hundred yurdi of 
his house and frequently he could drop one without 
stepping out of doors. 


Throughout all the timbered regions wild pigeons 


furnished a large part of the living of the settlers. 
Hundreds ot thousands of these birds were netted1 or 
killed wltb clubs nnd salted down for winter use. 


During their migrations the birds moved In flocks so 


vast that, they obscured the sun for hours at a time, 
nnd tbclr nestings frequently covered vast areas of 
forest. 
The great Audubon describe* a nesting he 


visited and studied in Kentucky that covered a terri- 
tory something like one hundred miles square, nnd he 
»stimntes the number of birds to be seen there at ofle 
lime at three million. 


As late as 1873 there was a nesting In Michigan that 


was from four to five miles wide and thirty rn'iles long. 


Birds by the> Million. 


The birds often packed in so thick on the trees that 


their weight broke off large branches, and the ob- 
server can to-day find in some of our old forests snags 
projecting from the trunks of veteran oaks, beeches 
and other trees, the remains of large limbs that were 
broken off by wild pigeons. 


As soon as a nesting was formed settlers gathered 


from the surrounding country and slaughtered the 
birds by thousands, carrying them home, using them 
for rood as fast as possible, salting down quantities of 
them, tbo surplus being often fed to the hogs. 


Professional trappers followed the birds from place 


to place. They used nets, in some cases 200 to 300 
feet long and 50 to iqp feet wide. The»e were staked 
to tbe ground at otic edge and the other edge, was 
held up by means of long spring poles. A few cap- 
tive birds on long strings were let loose from tirte to 
time and allowed to fly the length of their tether; 
then they were drawn back, and their struggles at- 
tracted the attention of tbe passing flocks. These 
would gather on tlie ground under the nets to try to

A few years ago a scientist In Massachusetts Im- 


ported some Egyptian moths with a view to trying 
to produce silk from them. A dozen or so of them es- 
caped from the box iu which he kept them. This was 
in summer time. A window was open and the bugs 
got out of the house. If the rublns. tbe meadowlarks. 
the blackbirds and other birds that formerly were 
there iu millions had been there at that time they 
would have made short work of thosa bugs. But they 
were not. They bad been killed and the skins ot • 
thousands of them had been worn by women on their 
hats. 


So the bugs bad their own way. They increased 


rapidly. 
In a few days there were hundreds of them. 


In n few weeks there were thousands of them. The 
next spring there were millions of them. They spread 
over tbo country. They attacked the shade trees. <•• 
forests, the ornamental shrubbery and many otSW 
forms of vegetation. 
The Slate'Legislature appropriated $100.000 nnd put 


out a large force of meu to spray tbe trees and try to 
kill tbc molbs or to keep them from spreading. Up to 
date that State has appropriated and expended more 
than SiiOO.OOO i" this fight, and instead of eradicating 
tbe evil it has spread Into Vermont. New Hampshire, 
Khode Island. Connecticut, and last fall it made It* 
appearance iu Northern Now York. It is moving like 
a great army to tb<? southward and to tbe westward. 
It is likely to go to tbe Pacific aud to tbe Gulf of Mei- 
i-.-a and to devastate the entire country just as It has 
already devastated Massachusetts.

It 
would have been ns easy to count or to estimate the- 
number of lenvcs in a forest as to calculate tbe num- 
ber of buffaloes living at any given time during tlie 
history of the species previous to 1870. Even in South 
Central Africa, which has always been exceedingly 
prolific in greitt herds of game, it Is probable that all 
Its quadrupeds together, on an equal area, would never 
have more than equalled the total number of buffaloes 
in this country forty years ago."

Neglected the Birds. 


But tbc President made a serious mistake in not 


having included in the work be cut out at that confer- 
eneeVof Governors the preservation of wild animals 
and birds. Not a word was said in his call or in the 
subsequent meeting of this important asset. 


I regard those as among tbc most important of our 


resources. Especially is this true of tbe Insectivorous 
birds. Scientists In tho employ of the government 
have computed tbat insects are costing the farmers of 
tbis country $1.000.000.000 a year, and tbis destruction 
is duo to tbo entirely reckless and wicked slaughter of 
insect eating birds. 


Tbo col ton growers of Texas are losing $40,000.000 


to jjriO.OOO.OOO a, year on tbeir cotton crops as a result 
of tbe work of an insect known as the cotton boll 
weevil, which bores into (be cotton stalk and kills 
it. When that insect took possession of tbo cotton 
fields of Texas, about seven years ,igo, tbo govern- 
ment sent down then; sonic expert entomologists to 
study tho situation and to try to devise some way of 
getting rid of that pest. They worked cliliKemly on 
the problem for two years and t ben they threw up 
their bands. They said:— 


"Tbis insect is bore to stay as long as cbtlon is

states and the Increase in price of 
••nrn and other feeds, rice and its 
products have become of considerable 
Importance in making up rations for 
live stock. 


Many farmers feed rice in the sheaf 


with good results 
Rough rice as it 


comes from the threshing machine, 
when added to a ration of cotton- 
seed meal, cotton-rseed hulls, and al- 
falfa hay, in steer-feeding experiments 
In the south produced slightly larger 
gains In weight, but at an increased 
cost. 


The experience ot practical farmers 


shows that both white and red rice 
!>re valuable feeding stuffs for work 
horses and mules, fattening steers, 
dairy cows, and swine, but that the 
best grades of white rice are often too 
high in price to be so utilized. 


As a rule, low-grade rice and brok- 


en rice are worth more to feed stock 
than to market at the low prices 
which they usually bring. 
"Market 


your low-grade rice on the hoof," Is 
the advice of a practical farmer who 
has had experience In feeding It. But 
It will pay to feed the higher grade 
to stock only during an era of low 
prices. 


Rice straw as a. stock food is about 


equal to that of good southern prairie 
hay. The sweetness and excellent fla- 
vor of well preserved rice straw adds 
materially to Its feeding value, be- 
cause tho stock 
quanties of It. 


Rice Is milled'in order that the hull 


and cuticle may be removed and the 
surface of the grain may be polished. 
The by-products which result from 
milling consists of hulls, bran, an<! 
polish. One bag of rice (1«2 pounds) 
.should produce about 100 pounds 


clean rice, 7 pounds rice polish, 20 
pounds rice bran and 35 pounds chaff 
or hulls. 
Grits or broken grains of 


rice are found in the bran and pol- 
sh.

Rice meal should consist of pure 


rice bran, but as usually found on 
the market it Is a mixture of bran, 
polish and hulls, and hence It varies 
so much in composition that its feed- 
ing; value is problematical without 
a guaranteed chemical analysis. 


Rice hulls are the outer covering 


of the grain and are composed mainly 
of fiber and mineral matter. 
They 


are worthless as a feed, and when 
fed In large quantities are positively 
harmful. 
Rice hulls are often used 


for -adulterating molasses ond other 
mixed feeds. 


Rire bran consists of the outer layer 


of the rice kernel, together with some 
of the germ, and In a. pure state is 
the most nutritions of the rice fe^ds. 
Unfortunately commercial rice bran 
often contnlns more "r less hulls, 
which varies Its feeding value con- 
siderably. 
Ric« bran has been fed 


with success to horses and mules In 
Louisiana, Texas and elsewhere in 
the south. A good rice bran as a food 
for cattle Is somewhat better than 
corn or corn meal if it is perfectly 
sweet, but If it becomes at all rancid 
cattle do not like it. 


Rice polish is the flour remo-ved 


from the rice kernel In giving it a 
pearly lustre that tho trade demands/ 
It is sometimes used as a stuffing ma- 
terial In tho manufacture of sausage. 
A considerable amount of the polish 
made in this country is exported to 
Germany, where It IB made into but- 
tons. 
Rice polish, when substituted 


for part of .the cotton-seed meal In 
a ration for steers in fattening experi- 
ments resulted In Increasing the rate 
of gain, while the cost was slightly 
reduced.

employing more women farm hands 
than heretofore- 
There aro many 


fruit and vegetable farms on which 
womon and girl* aro employed In pre- 
p-ring, tilling and harvesting the 
crops. 
In many instances It is 


claimed that they give better satis- 
faction than men, their steady and 
careful truck faruilng in garden and 
field showing Increased results. These 
hardy girl and women farmers work 
,in groups, and Judging from tholr 
singing and happy air while at work 
are a contented lot. It la no uncom- 
mon sight to see half a dozen or more 
hoeing or planting In regular linen so 
as to work across the field at one time. 
In this method cf keeping the work 
together the result of the day's labor 
for each woman farmer is easily teoa. 
An older woman or man usually acts 
as overseer- Thj wages of each full- 
grown woman Is 36 cents per day or- 
dinarily, while In harvest time they 
earn for eight hours' time from 80 
to 72 cents. Men farmers do the heav- 
ier work, such as plowing, cuttlng'and 
building roads and fences, and earn 
S4.38 to 15.34 per week with house 
rent free.

A CONVENIENT TOOL 


A homemade wagon-jack made on 


the plan described below' has been in 
use on our farm for many years. For

with strawberries selling at $1.2B to $2 
a quart, cucumbers $2 to 15 a dozen, 
celery 50 cents each, tomatoes BO cents 
to Jl a pound, and other products at 
proportionate prices? 
Or would you 


prefer general farming, with a few 
fills and chickens as a side line, with 
hay selling at |60 to $100 a ton, hogs

These prices are received In Alaska 


under favorable market conditions, 
hut the prospective settler should con- 
sider tho difficulties and expense of 
farming n* well as the high prices of 
his products.

standpoint, n.nd yet. despite tho rigor- 
ous climate, a large variety of grains,

The coast towns are mild for that re- 
gion, neither Sitka no Kodlak reach- 
ing zero during 1909, while Juneau 
only reached 5 desrees below In Jan- 
uary, with a daily mean for the month 
i 14.15. 


BARREL HANDLES

GROWING WOOD 


FOR FUEL

A very small acreage of woodland, 


f properly handled, can be made to 
field the necessary fuel for the honse- 
iold,from year to year, and yet maln- 
:aln an average growth, or even In- 
crease in value. 


The tree growth of the woodlot 


should be encourged In every posBlble 
way. A11 dead wood should be con- 
scientiously removed and added to the 
woodpile. It will serve well as excel- 
lent kindling, at least, and does av^j 
with one of the cllicf sources of dln- 
•ease among |rrol] 
been proven that I 
centage of all the aliment* ft forest 
trees arises fr?m the decaying; dead- 
wood lying about them. 
. Thinning correctly in a second re- 
quisite to making the woodlot most 
profitable. Where the standing growth 
Is too close, all are compelled to suf- 
fer for the lack of 
air and 
light. 


Hence momo can well be removed, to 
the benefit of the remainder. 


Where an area of any dimensions 


has been laid bare. It should bo re- 
scoded Immediately, If 
the 
second 


growth does not start satisfactorily. 
It Is as poor economy to Allow parts 
of the woodlot to lie Idle, as any other 
portion of the farm. 


The 'increase of the more valuable 
trees should be encouraged, such as 
the oak, pine, hickory and ash. Some 
trees are of no value, save as stove 
wood, and are poor, even at that. 
YO, strange enough, at the start they 
are the most vigorous, and always suc- 
ceed at making the most rapid growth 
at the start: thus holding their own at 
he expense of their competitors. 
There are weeds among trees, as well 
as among plants. 


Forest tracts are Indispensable to the 


welfare and best Interests of the com- 
munity. We cannot well do without 
ihem, because of their salubrious In- 
fluence upon the climate, their con- 
servation of the supply of moisture, 
and their value for purifying the at- 
mosphere, to say nothing of their com- 
mercial value. 


We must look to the farmer for 


the presence of the necessary amount 
ot forest trees. Upon them, will fall 
thj burden of bearing this responsi- 
bility. 


But that they will profit 
largely 


therefrom is well illustrated by 
the 


fact that the artificial timber tracts 
which already exist In what was for- 
merly the great 
bare, 
wind-swept 


v-stern plains, are already of incal- 
culable value. 


Systematic planting and cultivation 


of forest trees is a branch of agricul- 
ture yet in Its Infancy, but one which 
will prove exceedingly important bo- 
fore the history of this country shall 
havo been written.

In laying out a. now achome of tile 


drainage the following are the main 
points that will require Investigation 
before the working plan can be pre- 
pared or the work commenced. 


Xn rule of thumb can bo given, but 


it may ba said that on the heavier 
clays a distance apart of six yards 
and an average depth of two feet, nine 
Inches would be ample while on the 
lighter *ands and wet gravels 20 yards 
apart and an average of three feet, 
three Inches for depth would not be 
oo much. As a. general rule nn med- 
im nolle minor drains are set eleven 
ards apart and throe feet deep. 
Drains need not to be so near to- 
ether on arable as in grass land. 
>rains should b« at an average of six 
nches deeper than the side drains. 


Main drains should have a. fall of 
ot lees than one In 260 or about 20 
eet per mile. The ac.tual position of 
minors with reference to the slope 
has been the subject of much dleous- 
lon, but where the fall la fairly good 
hey may be taken across the slope 
.nd this is generally the most practi- 
cable way. 


The number of square yards In an 


acre (4480) divided by the distance 
apart of the minor* will give the to- 
tal length of side drains per acre. 
This, If the side drain* are 11 yards 
.part, their total length on an acre of 
ground will b* 440 yards. 


Choosing the positions for the out- 


falls la often by no mean* an easy 


placed as far above the water level of 
the stream or ditch into which it 
empties as circumstances will allow, 
but If thnre is any chance of flood- 
wator backing up the drain, this must 
be provided against by fastening an 
hinged nap ovor the end of the outfall 
pipe. 


When the whole system has been 


pegged out and the outfall chosen the 
tiles Rhould be taken on to the ground 
and laid In convenient size heaps nea* 
to the place at which they will ba 
needed. 


In thn selection of tiles great car* 


should be taken for In this as in many 
other things of strength of a chain 
is Its weakest link, and through th» 
"flying" of a main drain the greater 
part of 8-n entire drainage system may 
be rpnrl<T<"rl comparatively useless. 


Drainage tiles should bo evenly and 


burnt, jtlvlne: a <-iear. ringing not* 


when clinked together. They should 
also be of even texture throughout 
and, although an ndtl pebble embedd- 
ed in thpir pubptanre hero and there 
is not nf much consequence, the pres- 
ence nf nodules of limestone Is highly 
dangerous, as these, if large, will often 
cause the tile '"fly" when damped, af- 
ter hurninc, and this may easily occur 
when the tile is laid and ont of sight. 
The tiles should be reg-ular in shape, 
of even bow and their ends should b» 
fiat and square so that when laid 
they may show no open Joints. 


The size of the pipes depends on th* 


amount of water they are expected to 
drain, but the usual sizes used in 
under drainage are two inches in di- 
ameter, which, however, If of any 
considerable length, should be provid- 
ed with *ix-inch diameter tile* In 
their lower lengths.—W. R. Gilbert.

Afl these plumes are very much In 


d'rnand all over the world, and brlr.s 
a good price, the 'profits of 
ostrich 


farming are large. The Industry has 
proved a very profitable one,

Th* farmer should appreciate more 


fully the value of manure and of prop- 
nr methods of handling It. He should 
figure it an worth at least two dollars 
per ton. and should ret that amount 
or in many case" much more than 
that ont of it by proper handling. Just 
how it shall be handled will depend 
upnn conditions. 


The best method* where cattle are 


fftl In barns, sheds or lots. Is to haul 
tho manue to the fields day by day. 
There Is the least loss In handling It In 
this way. Tho next best plan Is to 
feed under an open shed where the 
manure may accumulate and where It 
will be kept tramped down compactly 
by the animals. Under such a plan it 
will be kept sufficiently compact and 
moist to prevent rapid fermentation, 
and next to hauling It to the fields as 
made, this Is the plan -rrhlch gives the 
least loss of fertilizing constituents. 


One of the cheapest plans Is to feed 


directly back on the fields but too of- 
ten In this case the feeding Is done on 
some hillside 
where washing 
and 


leaching carries away tho larger part 
of tho fertilizing constituents contain- 
ed, or the cattle are 
fed 
In 
some 


sheltered wood lot where the manure 
s lost to the fields. 
In this connection It should be said 


that a manure spreader will pay on 
the average farm of 100 acres or over, 
and where much stock Is kept it will 
pay handsome returns on farms of 
much smaller size. 


Most men think that the value of a 


manure spreader lies in the saving: of 
labor, nnd. while this is one impor- 
tant reason for Its use. It Is not 
the 


only one. 
A reason that is important is the 


Qov. Sandora of Louisiana, paid elo-

"Cotton Is 8 thl'iE of the past. We 


used to raise from a million to a mil- 
lion and a hair bales of cotton. Now 
we raise between 200,000 and 250,000 
bales, and we just raise that to let the 
rest of the country know that there 
isn't anything that we can't raise In 
Louisiana."

VERY girl enjoys giving a dance, 
however informal and suddenly 
arranged it may be, but the girl 
who is allowed during one of her 
holiday seasons tot give a real en- 
tertainment, carefully 
planned 


beforehand, has double the pleasure for 
the enjoyment of the planning and get- 
ting ready. 


An unusually charming scheme for a 


dance is to give a Butterfly Cotillon. This, 
of course, involves some effort on the part 
of her prospective guests as well as 
hostess, but the result will repay the 
amount of work done after all, and most 
young people really enjoy getting up n 
fancy dress. 
, 


To make the effect complete everything 


about the entertainment must be butter- 
. flies—gowns, decorations and favors. This 


can be done in n most elaborate way by 
the girl who can spend considerable money 
on her entertainment, but it can also be 
done more simply and yet with much 
beauty by the girl who has to be economi- 
cal. This same difference of expense may 
come into each individual girl's gown, for 
a clever girl can make her own if she 
wants to, with the assistance of her 
mother or an older sister. 


Tho hostess, In her invitation, may, 


either request her friends to "dress as a, 
butterfly" or simply state that it is a 
"Butterfly Cotillon," and ask them t» 
carry out that idea. In the latter case 
decorations of small butterflies will do if 
they do not want the trouble or expense 
of tho whole dress, but the dress that 
actually looks like a butterfly is far morn 
effectiv? and. a nail; not too difficult to 
make. 


This dress Is mnde of some thin, soft 


material; crOpc de Chine or chiffon cloth 
is the best, but any of the soft cotton 
, goods will do. It is made with a little low 


necked yoke at the top, nnd from this the 
skirt hangs straight down, with no waist 
line visible. The sliirt may be citncr "sun 
pleated" Or gathered at the top; but in any 
case it must be cut in circular shape or in 
breadths that are much wider at the bot- 
tom than at the top, for the bottom must 
be very full. At the middle of each side, 


near the lower edge of the -skirt, is sewed 
a loop of ribbon, through which the 
wearer can slip her hand and hold the 
skirt out like a butterfly's wings while she 
is dancing. 


On both front and back of this skirt 


mnst be lines and'round spots in black or 
a sharply contrasting color to iinrfate 
markings of the butterfly wings. 
The 


spots must be put near the lower edge of 
the skirt, the lines running from them to 
the top. The simplest way to make these 
decorations is to paint them, but they can 
be embroidered, and that gives the richest 
effect, or made of some heavier material 
and sewed on. 


Butterflies are of many different colors, 


and before making the dress a girl should 
consult, a book on the subject and select 
from the pictures the color that suits her 
best But she really need not copy them 
too closely, for the general effect is just 
as pretty with all sorts of colors. 


Besides the skirt representation each 


girl should wear a Inrge butterfly across 
the fronfof the top oE her gown (another
